"Time Passages" 
Time Capsule Reaches Halfway Mark

capsule to be opened in 2076. 

The stone identifying the buried capsule is 
located on the Barstow Street side of the school next to the 
path crossing the grassy area. Probably many children 
today do not know the significance of the stone, as it has 
become difficult to see.

Chairman Michael Costa and Town Treasurer John Hall to 
discuss borrowing options for the Police/ Communica- 
tions Building. Initially, the town had planned to take 
advantage of a low-interest loan through the Massachu- 
setts Regional Department of Agriculture (RDA). But Mr. 
Hall and Mr. Costa debated the options of taking the RDA 
loan over a conventional, commercial loan. 

Mr. Hall informed the board that the interest rate 
on the RDA loan right now is about 4.75 percent, but that 
might decrease after June. A commercial loan could likely 
be obtained, given the town's current bond rating, at a 
rate closer to 4.25 percent or less, based on comparable 
loans afforded other Massachusetts communities. 

"Basically, we need to determine how long we 
want to take the bond for," Mr. Hall said. He added that 
the RDA loan could be paid off in as little as 10 years 
without fear of penalty, unlike a standard loan through a 
commercial bank. But the latter did offer the possibility of 
a lower interest rate in the long term. 

"The way this was presented to Town Meeting 
(last year) was to spread the loan over 20 years," Mr. 
Costa said. "I'd stick with a 20-year term on either one . . . 
I'd prefer we go with the cheaper interest rate." 

The board felt they needed more information 
before they chose one loan option over the other, however. 
Both had merit, but saving money was in the town's best 
interest, according to Chairman Cutler: "I would say my 
notion is to go with the conventional 20-year (commercial) 
loan," he said.

"If we can determine what the RDA loan requires, 
we can make a decision next week," Selectman Ryan 
suggested. "I think we'll want a recommendation from 
both the FinCom and Town Treasurer (before we decide)."

Rochester, and also signed and approved an Employee 
Action Form for Norene Hartley as Clerk of the Works on 
the Senior Center Building project. 

Under the Town Administrator's report, Mr. 
Huntoon first presented the four-question Special Election 
Ballot to the board for their approval. Question 1 will ask 
voters to approve paying half the premium for group 
hospital, surgical, medical, dental, and other health 
insurance for the surviving widow and dependents of an 
insured fire fighter who was killed or died in the line of 
duty. Similarly, Question 2 will ask voters to approve 
taking on 50 percent payment for medical insurance for 
surviving spouses of police officers killed in the line of 
duty. Under Question 3, voters will be asked to appropri- 
ate $179,300 in real estate and personal property taxes for 
the purpose of purchasing a town ambulance; and Ques- 
tion 4 will ask voters to appropriate $100,000 to fund road 
construction, paving and resurfacing to be done by the 
Highway Department. The board unanimously approved 
the ballot and agreed to schedule the Special Town 
Election for July 25. 

Mr. Huntoon then presented two change orders 
on the Police/ Communications Building Project: one for 
an additional $12,458 to cover installation of a sump 
pump manholes with piping and wiring, and the other for 
$557 to modify existing key door and hardware in the 
structure. Chairman Cutler noted that the first change was 
made in response to the recent flooding on the site due to 
excessive rainfall and half of that amount would be 
eligible for reimbursement from the Federal Emergency 
Management Agency (FEMA). The second change order 
was to add another key-carded door to the facility. The 
board unanimously sanctioned both change orders as 
submitted.

additional 81 poles, or if that number represented the total 
units removed. Selectman Ryan also moved that Mr. 
Huntoon contact Mr. Samuels, thank him for his response, 
but also ask for specific information as to the location of 
the poles which have been removed and of those which 
are scheduled to be removed by the end of July. 

• Payment in lieu of taxes from SEMASS in the 
amount of $248,193 for the month of May, 2001, represent- 
ing a total of 100,640 tons of trash collected during the 
period. 

• Copy of a letter from Jack Ayers to Finance 
Committee Chairman Michael Costa, expressing his 
interest in serving on the FinCom. 

Under New Business, Selectman Ryan informed 
Chairman Cutler of the meeting she attended last week in 
Mattapoisett with members of the Old Rochester Regional 
High School Building Committee, members of the 
Mattapoisett Water /Sewer Commission, and fellow town 
officials from Marion and Mattapoisett to discuss the 
additional estimated $85,000 sewer extension fee to be 
assessed to the ORR project which is not eligible for 
reimbursement from the state. This fee is to cover the 
additional capacity which the schools will place on the 
Mattapoisett sewer system and their allotted limits with 
the Town of Fairhaven. 

"This would be a one-time expense and the 
Mattapoisett Water /Sewer Commissioners came in well- 
prepared and explained what the costs (would cover),"

increase in the budget for this one-time expenditure . . . 
and that we'd send a letter to the (Rochester) Finance 
Committee supporting the increase. Rochester's share 
would be somewhere around $30,000." 

"Conceptually, I definitely agree," Selectman 
Cutler said. "My feeling is if the existing (sewer) plant (at 
the school) shuts down, they'll save more than what it

Letters to the Editor 

To the Editor: 

Summer is here. That means it is also time to think 
about how to protect ourselves and our children against diseases 
that are caused by insects. West Nile Virus and Lyme Disease are 
two such diseases. Prevention is the best solution. 

Helpful hints: 

• Limit outside activity between dusk and dawn, this is the time 
of greatest mosquito activity. 

• If you must be outside, wear long sleeve shirts, long pants 
tucked into socks. 

• Check yourself and your children daily for ticks. 

• Aoid places with high grass. 

• Make sure windows and screens do not have holes in them. 

• Remove standing water from your property. For example on 
pool covers, wading pools, garbage cans, and lids, etc. 

• Consider using insect repellent that contains DEET and follow 
the directions on the label. Never use DEET on infants. Avoid 
using repellents with DEET concentrations above 10 to 15 
percent on children and above 30 to 35 percent for adults. 
Cream, lotion or stick formulas are best for use on skin.

IGUANAS 

I recently went to buy an iguana but the person at the pet 
shop wanted me to send a lot of money on a fancy light and 
an under the tank heater. Was he trying to rip me off? 
No, he was trying to insure good health in the iguana. 
Ultraviolet lights are vital to the health of iguanas. 
Without a light that produces utraviolet radiation the 
iguana will die of rickets. This is by far the most com- 
mon cause of death of pet iguanas. 

Why would an iguana need a heater? 
Iguanas are poikilothermic (cold blooded) and need 
an external heat source to maintain their body tem- 
perature. Their bodies function best when they can el- 
evate their temperatures to 95°F during the day and 
lower them to 75°F at night. A heat lamp above the 
tank and a heater below the tank accomplish this best.

The MBCYR continues to expand its international 
appeal. For the first time, five boats are coming from 
Canada: Frisco, captained by Fred Voegeli; Kaylee, 
captained by Bob Young; Magic Flute, captained by 
Anthony Zwig; Parblue, captained by Pierre Desrosiers; 
and Zoe, captained by Francois Brassard. In fast, Parbleu 
was crippled by a lightning strike on the St. Lawrence 
River on her voyage to enter in 1999, necessitating a 
withdrawal. Taking no chances on missing the start in 
2001, Desrosiers sailed his boat to Marion last summer 
and wintered her here. That kind of planning ahead for 
this race is what characterizes the commitment of these

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Alien Busters

Evolution. Starring David Duchovny, Orlando Jones, and 
Julianne Moore. Directed by Ivan Reitman. MPAA rating: 
PG-13. Running time: 105 minutes. At the North Dartmouth 
Mall, Flagship Cinemas, and Hoyts Nickelodeon. 

After watching the dedicated but deadpan-silly scientists in 
Evolution as they face off against otherworldly critters, not to 
mention against bureaucratic fools who won't take the scientists 
seriously, I was left with a deep and intense desire to revisit 
Ghostbusters. That 1984 summer classic, which like Evolution was 
directed by Ivan Reitman, works so beautifully after all these 
years, I think, because of its equal measure of irony and gee-whiz 
excitement — the former embodied by the jaded Bill Murray, the 
latter provided by costars/ coscripters Dan Aykroyd and Harold 
Ramis, who exuded an intellectual, visceral passion for paranormal 
science. Also, it was funny (an entire generation still fondly recalls 
the Stay-Puft marshmellow man). 

Part of the problem with Evolution — aside from the fact that 
it isn't really very funny — is that it's mostly jaded; there's very 
little gee-whiz, almost no awe. The trio of scientists this time are 
biologist David Duchovny, geologist Orlando Jones, and 
epidemiologist Julianne Moore; non-scientist Seann William Scott, 
a doofus wannabe fireman, makes it a quartet (just as non- 
scientist Ernie Hudson rounded out Ghostbusters). Inearly scenes, 
when Duchovny and Jones discover a virulent form of alien 
biological crud that arrived here on a meteor, they're mildly 
excited, mainly because of the promise of fortune and glory. 
They're not overcome with scientific ecstasy the way Aykroyd 
and Ramis were; they're two Bill Murrays. 

The alien life form, it appears, can evolve at breakneck speed 
and split itself via mitosis into multiple organisms. The script, by 
Don Jakoby, David Diamond and David Weissman, tries on a 
little scientific gibberish for size but largely abandons it in favor 
of lukewarm one-liners and jokes about flatulence and anal 
probes. I don't feel audiences have gotten that much stupider 
since the huge hit Ghostbusters in 1984; I think it's more that 
screenwriters have gotten lazier. Evolution, much like Men in 
Black, is an indistinct string on which to hang gross-out alien gags. 
It hasn't evolved from someone's obsessive interest, the way 




Ghostbusters sprang fromDanAykroyd's fevered brow. And that, 
I promise, is the last comparison I will make to Reitman's far 
superior paranormal comedy of 17 summers ago. 

What's left? Well, the laconic Duchovny and the funky Jones 
(who has yet to show his comedic stuff in a good movie) make a 
good, smart team. I'd like to see them together again, acting out 
a wittier script. Julianne Moore defines "good sport," playing a 
dorkette whose major character trait is clumsiness; Seann William 
Scott, from American Pie, gets the movie's most genuine laughs, 
particularly when he tries a hideous rendition of "You Are So 
Beautiful to Me" as a way to attract a huge flying bird- thing. (If the 
movie had any wit, it would've had the bird swoop over and 
capture Scott, lovestruck by his mating call.) Aykroyd — Dr. Ray 
Stantz himself — turns up as a governor apoplectic at the damage 
the aliens are doing to his beloved Arizona, and his presence is 
welcome but also saddening to those of us who remember ... 
Oops, almost made another comparison. 

The aliens, fashioned by an ace team including the KNB EFX 
trio, Phil Tippett (J urassicPark), and Alec Gillis and Tom Woodruff 
Jr. (the last two Alien films), are certainly convincing as icky alien 
pestoids. What they aren't, especially, is funny; they're built more 
for horror than for comedy, and the climax gives us a massive, 
Lovecraftian shape that threatens to engulf Arizona but also, alas, 
has a rectum and flatulence problems (scenes like that make you 
think the movie should be called Devolution). Guess which "entry 
point" the heroes must choose to introduce their special pesticide. 
Guess what happens then. Guess what becomes of Duchovny 
and Moore, whose romantic attachment seems to develop entirely 
between scenes. And guess what DVD I'm going to watch in a few 
minutes.

members to step into their shoes to manage their assets, 
business dealings, guardianship issues, wills, and prop- 
erty if they become unable to do so for any reason." 

"People don't want the label of being disabled, 
they may feel that applying for disability benefits is like 
giving up," said Ms. Soprano. "I ask them to think of it as 
an interim solution, it doesn't mean you'll never work 
again. You may be able to work on a limited basis while 
still receiving benefits." 

By offering the free clinic, the National MS 
Society is enabling people with MS to learn whether they 
need legal counsel to deal with their situation, without 
being charged just to ask the question. If legal work were 
required beyond the clinic, the individual would be

In these fast-paced times of terse, grammatically-in- 
correct e-mails and techno-riddled interoffice memos, it's 
easy to understand how the great, lost art of letter writing 
has slowly evaporated into the mists of time. It's easier 
now to just pick up the telephone, dash off an e-mail, or 
fax a memo to someone than taking the time to sit down 
and compose an eloquent, handwritten letter. And the 
amount of effort and devotion it takes to maintain an on- 
going correspondence with someone suggests a relation- 
ship with deep-seated roots.

Cliff was born in Marion in 1909 and his younger 
brother, Edwin, in 1913.
